CARGO FROM SWATOW. 


. "HYDRANGEA'S” SUCCESSFUL 
TRIP... 


When the s.s.'Hydrangea arrived 
in Hongkong just after 10 o'clock 
this morning. from: Swataw there 
was a large crowd of interested 
Chinese gathered on the Praya to 
meet her, Leaving hére on, Tues- 
day, the Hydrangea made her first]; 
‘trip to Swatow since the beginning 
of the strike and there was natural- 
ly-much speculation regarding her 
reception at Swatow. . , 
~Capt. Bentley reports thnt. the 
trip was absolutely , uneventful and 
most successful. A number. of 
passengers and a-quantity of cargo 
was taken up‘and there was. no 
difficulty in landing either. The 
boat went to her usual buoy and 
there were plenty of ‘dampans plys 
ing for hire, all traces of inter- 
ference having been. removed... For 


the return journey, the. vessel was|- - 


given practically ‘a full’ load. of 
cargo, about 3,000 packages being 
loaded without incident. or dif- 
ficulty. ‘This is the first consign- 
ment of cargo brought to Hongkong 
in a British ‘vessel from. Swatow 


‘"| since the. inception of the boycott. 


The cargo was of a very general 
nature and included quite a. lot of 
live poultry. ,About 65 Chinese 
passengers were also brought down, 

Officers of the ship did not land, 
‘but state that Swatow, so far as 
the harbour -goes, appear to be.as 
usual again. There was’, un- 
‘restricted, liberty among the native 
craft and no difficulty about pas- 
sengers or cargo pate ‘to or from 
the ship, «
